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‘We’re open for business’ 

SEATON LOOKS FORWARD TO AN EXCITING YEAR 


DESPITE the recent storms Seaton is going from 
strength to strength with the prospect of some 
very exciting initiatives coming to fruition over 
the coming months. 

The overriding message from all the organisations 
involved in the regeneration of the town in their meet¬ 
ing this week was that Seaton is very much open for 
business and looking forward to a busy year ahead. 

The Seaton Regeneration Programme Board heard 
positive updates from a number of projects including 
Seaton Jurassic, the new visitor centre; the Town De¬ 
velopment Team; Seaton workshops; and the Axe 
Wetlands. 

These, along with planned new developments at 
Seaton Quay, Seaton Heights and the land adjacent to 
the Tesco store, mean a bright future for the town. 

Board members also heard how Seaton Tram is re¬ 
sponding innovatively to recent storm damage with 
two trams being moved by road to enable a service 
to between Colyford and Colyton. The whole line is 
expected to be back in service in good time for Easter. 

Councillor Ian Thomas, East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil’s Cabinet Member for Economy and Chair of the 
Board, said: “It was heartening to hear such unani¬ 


mously positive reports about Seaton’s future, from 
all Board members. 

“With building work expected to start in the summer 
on Seaton Jurassic, the new facilities at the Axe Wet¬ 
lands already welcoming visitors and the additional 
support going to local businesses, there is much to 
look forward to. 

“Visitors, residents and businesses will all benefit 
from this resurgence of the town and especially its 
tourist economy.” 

Build is due to start at The Underfleet on Seaton 
Jurassic in the summer, subject to successful bids for 
funding from the Coastal Communities Fund and the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. The outcome of these is ex¬ 
pected in the very near future with the visitor centre 
due to open late in 2015. 

The Town Development Team, who came together 
to promote Seaton to visitors and businesses, has been 
working hard behind the scenes on building a brand 
for the town to be launched later this year. 

The Team has also been instrumental in the hugely 
successful Artisan Markets - the next one to be held on 
Saturday, March 8th as part of the GrizFest weekend. 

The two days of events culminates in the gruelling 


Grizzly race which starts and finishes on Seaton 
seafront with over 2000 runners taking part. 

The board agreed further funding for the Town De¬ 
velopment Team to purchase gazebos for use at many 
events and to support local shops, cafes and businesses 
through an online marketplace resource. 

New workshops at Fosseway Park and Colyford 
Road will provide further investment and opportunity 
for new business and job creation. 

These are subject to planning consent and securing 
funding but could be available for tenants by August 
2015. 

The Axe Wetlands has seen more improvements 
over the winter months with a new classroom, acces¬ 
sible paths and additional viewing platform. 

These have contributed to a very successful winter 
programme of events and a new, exciting spring and 
summer timetable begins next month. 

More of the Stop Line Way cycle way is also ex¬ 
pected to open later in the spring encouraging visitors 
to travel in and out of Seaton the healthy way. 

Councillor Steph Jones, East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil’s Seaton champion and local resident, said: “I see 
around the town businesses sprucing up their prem¬ 
ises, new shops opening and a real enthusiasm for the 
town. For the beach and town clean up this weekend 
we a have been inundated with volunteers showing the 
commitment of local people to ensure a welcoming, 
friendly town that is open for business and ready for

AXMINSTER 

No room on the 
morning bus 

A BUS company has come under fire for failing to 
provide enough capacity on busy services to and 
from Axminster. 

First blames fleet refurbishment, and has apolo¬ 
gised for any inconvenience caused. 

An Axminster woman, who does not wish to be 
named, claims her two children have had regular 
problems getting to and from The Woodroffe School 
in Lyme Regis since September last year. 

This is, she says, because First regularly uses sin¬ 
gle-decker buses, which fill up quickly and force 
drivers to refuse would-be passengers on the 31 
Axminster-Weymouth via Bridport route. 

The woman said: “If a single-decker turns up, chil¬ 
dren get left behind. 

“We seem to have spates of it. It has been a problem 
in both directions since September. 

“It is not helpful, they are missing out on the start 
of their school day be it a lesson, an assembly or 
tutor time. 

“I've called First and they tell you a manager will 
call you back, but they never do. 

“Become a Fan on Facebook is their [First] adver¬ 
tising, but parents who have had children left behind 
before or after school would beg to differ.” 

Woodroffe pupils are not the only ones affected, 
though. Pulman’s View staff and other working peo¬ 
ple use the service to get to and from work. 

On a recent service, the 8.10am from Axminster on 
Monday February 24th, the bus filled so quickly that 
people were denied boarding as early as in Trinity 
Square. 

When asked why single-deckers are being used 
on popular services, such as the 8.10 am from 
Axminster, a First spokesperson said: “Single-deck¬ 
ers were used because vehicles used on the 31 serv¬ 
ice are being refurbished. 

“We avoid using single-deckers on this route be¬ 
cause of its popularity and we apologise for any in¬ 
convenience this has caused to customers.” 
Pulman’s View asked why two single-deckers aren’t 
deployed when double-deckers are unavailable. A 
spokesperson said: “There are not enough single 
decker vehicles.” 


Resorts bouncing 
back after storms 

EAST Devon is well and truly open for business de¬ 
spite its seaside resorts being hit by recent storms, 
according to district councillors. 

At a meeting at Knowle last week, EDDC members 
said negative television headlines had put people off 
visiting the area, but they would continue to show 
their support for the local tourism trade. 

Sidmouth Councillor Sheila Kerridge, who is also 
EDDC's Tourism Champion, said: “It is easy to under¬ 
stand people in other parts of the UK and abroad 
seeing pictures of storm damage on their TV screens 
or Twitter feeds and assuming there is no point com¬ 
ing to Devon at the moment. 

“What they need to know is that we are a resource¬ 
ful and resilient lot down here and East Devon is al¬ 
ready bouncing back from the storms.” 

Persistent heavy rain and strong winds caused 
major disruption to transport networks in and out of 
the region during February and Sidmouth seafront 
was battered by huge 
waves throwing up de¬ 
bris onto the Esplanade. 

Councillor Kerridge 
added: “Seaside busi¬ 
nesses took a hit during 
February with a drop in 
bookings and in a lot of 
cases actual damage to 
accommodation, which 
limited their capacity. 
But the recovery is now 
mostly complete.” 

EDDC’s Cabinet Mem¬ 
ber for Economy, Ian 
Thomas, said there was 
a need to get the mes¬ 
sage out to potential 
visitors that businesses 
are “open and ready to 
serve”. 

He said: “Local volun¬ 
teers and East Devon 
staff are hard at work 
repairing damaged 
seafronts and tidying 
our fabulous resorts so 
they are ready to wel¬ 
come visitors as we 
move into the spring. 

“The clear message is 
that East Devon is very 
much open for business 
- and you can get here 
by car, bus, train, plane 
or tram” 


Councillors oppose 
day centre closure 

PROPOSALS to close St Michael’s Day Centre have 
been met with outrage by Honiton town councillors, 
who described the plans as ‘disgusting’ and ‘ab¬ 
solute discrimination against the elderly’. 

Devon County Council is reassessing its provision 
of day care services across the county, and St 
Michael’s is one of 33 centres facing dramatic 
changes to the way it operates. 

The authority, which must find £100 million worth 
of savings by 2017, is proposing that building based 
day care services are streamlined, with some forms 
of support sourced through alternative local 
providers. 

A period of public consultation is underway which 
lasts until Wednesday, March 19th, and community 
groups and individuals are encouraged to make their 
voices heard by responding to the proposals. 

Following a meeting last week, Honiton Town 
Council’s policy committee has established a work¬ 
ing group to look into the proposal and produce a 
recommendation to be put to the town council at its 
next full meeting on March 10th. 

Members of the council’s policy committee were 
themselves unanimous in their opposition to the 
plans. Councillor John Zarczynski said: “It is ap¬ 
palling that they should even consider shutting it 
down.” 


OTTERY St MARY 

Hospital is safe 

FEARS over the future of Ottery St Mary’s commu¬ 
nity hospital have been calmed after health bosses 
confirmed they had “no intention” to close the hos¬ 
pital. 

But they are considering options for the future of 
community health and social care provision in the 
town, which include reducing the amount of hospi¬ 
tal-based care and maximising care at home. 

Members of a working group, including GPs, health 
and social care professionals and other local people, 
questioned NHS representatives at a meeting at 
Honiton Hospital on Thursday night, where the aims 
and objectives of an ongoing public consultation into 
community health care provision were mapped out. 

Government reforms to the NHS and social serv¬ 
ices include the Transforming Community Services 
programme, which sets out to offer a more efficient 
service to patients by providing care in their own 
homes, and possible changes to both the Ottery and 
Honiton hospitals are being discussed. 

But residents are concerned about the future of the 
town’s community hospital, which could be adapted 
to become a multi-purpose community hub.

On returning home Shaun secured a position with 
Tesco as a quality control supervisor at their distri¬ 
bution centres, a position which could have led to a 
lucrative career with the supermarket giant. 

But encouraged by his father, he had ambitions to 
run his own business and started looking around for 
a suitable butchers to acquire. His orig¬ 
inal intention was to carrying on work¬ 
ing for Tesco with his college friend 
running their butchery business. 

After looking at a number of options 
in 1988 Shaun acquired C. Snell, the 
butcher’s shop on the corner of South 
Street and Silver Street in Axminster 
by John Richards. Shaun quickly re¬ 
alised, however, that he had to be hands-on in his 
own business and gave up his Tesco job. 

Starting with two staff - Colin and Cyril Richards 
who many Axminster residents will remember, - 
they revamped the shop and Complete Meats was 
born. Recently married, Shaun’s wife Cindy soon 
joined the business and a bakery and deli sections 
were added to the range available at Complete Meats 
with the emphasis on sourcing local products. 

Following the birth of two boys and a girl, Shaun

ond Complete Meats shop in Honiton. 

The new premises in High Street opened just before 
the 2001 foot and mouth epidemic, at a time when cat¬ 
tle were being slaughtered and burnt in East Devon 
and many people were avoiding eating beef. But 
Shaun and his team persevered, survived the crisis 
that was sending shockwaves through the farming 
community and established the Honiton shop as an 
important part of the business. 

The Honiton outlet was being serviced out of the 
back of the Axminster shop and Shaun and Cindy 
took the bold decision to expand further by opening 
their own licensed cutting plant after purchasing a 
site on the Millwey Rise industrial estate . 
They moved into the purpose-built factory 
in 2005 and started providing a service for 
the catering business. 

At the same time it was decided to refur¬ 
bish the South Street shop to demonstrate a 
commitment to Axminster town centre fol¬ 
lowing the significant investment in the 
Millwey factory. 

To start with Shaun concentrated on selling the 
services of the cutting plant and a third shop in 
Chard High Street was opened in 2007 to provide the 
factory with more volume. 

The success of the business was further enhanced 
by the appointment of two dedicated sales staff to 
cover the whole of the West Country supplying a 
wide range of clients, including the National Health 
Service, colleges, hotels and bed and breakfast estab¬ 
lishments, public houses, restaurants and cafes and 
schools. They also serve a limited number of outlets 
in London. 

The wholesale butchery business is very competi¬ 
tive but Shaun and his team have established Com¬ 
plete Meats as one of the key players in the South 
West, employing 60 people. 

The development of the business continues with an 
extension to the factory which should be completed 
next month to enable the business to offer more 
products, and there are also plans to launch an on¬ 
line shop to be able to provide a national service. 

Shaun has won nationwide publicity for Complete 
Meats by his successes in product competitions. He 
started entering competitions many years ago to 
benchmark his products against what the experts 
and judges expected. 

Shaun takes up the story : “We had success early 
on with Gold Awards but I wanted to really be able 
to shout about my products by winning not just a cat¬ 
egory but best overall product.

Some patients 
need more support and care for a 
longer period of time following their 
stroke. 

Stroke survivor Angela Cooper, from 
Seaton, attended the Axminster meet¬ 
ing. 

She is also a volunteer for The Stroke 
Association and said: “The meeting is 
very helpful, but it all comes down to 
money.” 


She did point out, though, that some 
sufferers don’t take advantage of the 
help that is available.

OWNERS of the storm-lashed 
Branscombe beach chalets 
have expressed fears for the 
impact on the Easter and sum¬ 
mer tourism trade.

“If we cannot rebuild, where are 
we going? “At least the 13 charm¬ 
ing cedar wood chalets on the west 
beach are still standing and habit¬ 
able. 

“The foundations of the five 
chalets on east beach have been so 
seriously eroded that there must be 
a huge question mark as to whether 
they will be ever used again.”

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District council office move 
takes another step forward 


FURTHER research into the viability of East Devon 
District Council’s relocation to SkyPark in Exeter was 
given the go ahead by full council last night on Feb¬ 
ruary 26th. 

Council officers will now enter a further evaluation 
and negotiation phase with the preferred option of 
SkyPark. A report outlining whether the council 
should commit funding to the new headquarters is ex¬ 
pected to be presented to cabinet and full council in 
July. 

Councillor Paul Diviani, leader of East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “Now we have full council’s ap¬ 
proval to enter further negotiation with the preferred 
option of SkyPark we can focus our attention solely 
on this site. 

“SkyPark is firmly on East Devon soil and the loca¬ 
tion exemplifies the council’s commitment to the 
Growth Point - this is an exciting emerging employ¬ 
ment and commercial development locations in the 
district which will help East Devon keep its promise 
to deliver a thriving, competitive local economy with 
quality jobs. 

“As part of the office relocation we will be engaging 
with customers and stakeholders to ask them what par¬ 
ticular services they would like to see provided else¬ 
where - to a greater degree than they already are if we 
press the button and decide to move to SkyPark.” 

A marketing exercise for the existing headquarters 
at Knowle and Manstone in Sidmouth will now also 
get underway, as well as an investigation into options 
on re-provision of business space to succeed East 


Devon Business Centre. This follows the full council’s 
decision to offer the council’s Heathpark site in Honi- 
ton for redevelopment. 

Capital receipts from Knowle, Manstone and Heath- 
park will be invested in the new headquarters so that 
the council keeps its commitment not to place any 
extra burden on council taxpayers. 

Back in November, the district’s cabinet shortlisted 
five out of 15 possible sites for new office accommo¬ 
dation, including Cranbrook town centre, SkyPark, 
two sites on Heathpark in Honiton and Clyst House at 
Winslade Park. Apart from the two sites in Honiton, 
all other options were to the west of the district. 

Cabinet members asked for further evaluation of 
these locations, including site visits, further work with 
developers and agents, an equality analysis, expert 
spatial analysis and additional intelligence. In January, 
the Office Accommodation Member Executive Group 
considered the options, along with the option to stay 
at Knowle, and the top two scoring locations were pre¬ 
sented to cabinet. These were SkyPark and Clyst 
House, Winslade Park. 

The cabinet took the decision on February 5th to go 
with SkyPark. However, East Devon residents and 
parish councils in the area have since expressed con¬ 
cern that this new location is too far out, with many 
expressing preference of the Honiton sites. 

If the cabinet and full council commit funding to the 
new headquarters in the summer it is likely that the 
council would relocate towards the end of 2016.

Many 
of you know Kirstie, who not long ago had her second 
lung transplant - she is a fighter and an inspiration to 
many, including myself!

He knows a local family who have a CF 
child and wanted to boost the research. He presented me 
with a cheque for £4,222, a really tremendous sum and I 
really appreciate the fact that he chose the Cystic Fibrosis 
Trust and thank all the members for their effort in achiev¬ 
ing such a generous amount. 

If you can help in any way, financially or by donating 
items, please let me know. This is an on-going battle, we 
must believe in a better future for sufferers and it is a fight 
we must win.

Top tips for a successful caravan 
and motorhome spring start-up! 


1. Spring clean - give your caravan or motorhome a 
thorough clean inside and out to remove any residual 
dirt and grime that, over time, can cause damage and 
deterioration. 

2. Check windows, doors and seals for damage and 
leaks. 

3. Check for signs of damp - watermarks, mould or a 
strange musty smell can all be indicators of damp. 
Open all doors, windows and sky lights, and give your 
caravan or motorhome a good airing 

4. Flush out the water system thoroughly before use 
and give any internal tanks a clean with a cleaner/ster¬ 
ilizer. 

5. Check LPG appliances for any insects that may have 
accessed the system over the winter as they can cause 
problems. 

6. Check all electrical appliances are in good working 
order. 

7. Check for weather damage that may have occurred 
over the winter period. 

8. Tyre pressures will probably have decreased over 
the winter and they will need to be topped up appro¬ 
priately. Checks for signs of bulging, cracking, low 
tread depth, or any object stuck in the tyre before set¬ 
ting out. Check the tyre sidewalls too for signs of UV 
degradation and hairline cracks. 

9. Check oil and coolant pressure. 

10. If your motorhome isn’t being used for a while, 
consider charging the battery every six weeks. 

11. Check the wiper blades are in good working order. 

12. Ensure the TV antennae or satellite dishes are in 


the correct position for travel. 

13. Close and latch exterior and interior doors. 

14. If you are towing, ensure the hitch is correctly 
hooked and locked. 

15. Check the steps are folded up, ready for travel. 

16. Ensure that all cords, hoses, etc, are disconnected 
and put away. 

17. Make sure that the fridge door is closed and 
latched. 

18. It is likely that you are up to date with the servicing 
of your motorhome, particularly if it is still in warranty. 

19. Check that you have a valid MOT, your driving li¬ 
cence is current and that your insurance is up to date.
